Editorial Observation- 
Energy Crisis 
Dominates News

A woman reader recently complained to one of our 
reporters that lately the Star-Courier was filled with 
nothing but fuel shortage news. We consider ourselves 
lucky to have the paper available to print fuel shortage 
news, w hich-by the wav-will probably be a hot news 
source for months to come. 
Much like W atergate, which dominated 1973 news tor 
such a long time, the fuel crisis may continue through 
this year and next year, and the next and the next. 
In November, a gentlem an said to me, “ I don’t go 
along with this gasoline crisis deal. Someone is trying 
to do us in again.” 
In late December, the sam e gentleman said to me, 
“You know, I'm beginning to believe there may be 
something to this gasoline shortage after all.” 
Like all conscientious newspapers and newspaper 
reporters, we attem pt to keep the public inform ed on 
up-to-date news items. At the moment, it s the energy 
crisis. 
Unlike W atergate, which we could watch from afar 
without becoming too involved, the fuel shortage is 
definitely not that kind of news story. It will not be 
viewed from afar; it will reach out and touch each one 
of us in a most postive way and hit where it hurts the 
w orst-in our pocketbooks, our physical well-being and 
our social lives. 
From all over the world, newspaper reporters are 
ferreting out energy crisis news gathered from the 
desks of the experts. Some of the stories attem pt to 
inform us about what is really going and what we can 
expect in the near future, while others probe for 
solutions that may help us to live with it, while we 
attem pt to approach it on a local level. In spite of 
anything we can do about it, the energy situation is 
already a cold hard fact of life. 
This is not w'ritten in rebuke of the reader because 
she is most certainly entitled to her opinion, and like 
her we also deplore the situation which seemingly 
befell us all so quickly and so em phatically. 
As a m atter of fact, I believe we all will be sick and 
tired of it before the m atter is resolved. I freeze at 68 
degrees, but I keep trying and hope I’ll get used to it, 
because 68 degrees beats 50 degrees or less. And I ll try 
to be satisfied with enough gas to get to work, to church 
and to the grocery store. I do expect to have days when 
I feel full of complaint. 
As dull as it may seem to be to the reading public and 
maybe to us who write about it, energy is likely to 
become as fam iliar to us as eating or sleeping, even if 
not as enjoyable.

New York City and Los

Statistical figures for two 
series in particular, CBS- 
TV’s “ The Waltons” and 
NBC-TV’s 
Walt 
Disney 
Hour, offer proof of this 
point. 
Neither show, for instance, 
is a major weekly ratings hit 
in New York, but both are 
big successes in the national 
rankings. 
“ The 
Waltons” 
never 
would have become the 
smash that it is without the 
backing of the grassroots 
audience. 
Early R a t i n g s D is a s tr o u s 
Early ratings for the show 
in 
New 
York 
and Los 
Angeles were disastrous. 
Then it steadily began to 
move up in the statistical 
competition. Still, New York 
wasn’t buying it, and Los 
Angeles 
was 
not 
going 
overboard for it either. 
Yet the phenomenal rise of 
“ The Waltons” continued, 
and now it regularly finishes 
among video’s highest-rated 
programs. 
The New York ratings for 
“ The Waltons” have im­ 
proved, but the show .would 


probably be canceled if CBS- 
TV made a programming 
decision based solely 
on 
these figures. Los Angeles 
now is close to the national 
statistics for the series. 
As for the weekly Disney 
program, it, too, might be a 
candidate for cancellation if 
NBC-TV made a schedule 
decision based strictly on the 
New York ratings. But the 
grassroots audience makes 
this series a powerhouse 
entry. Los Angeles statistics 
are relatively consistent 
with the national figures. 
O ne R e v e la tio n 
One of the revelations of 
the ratings is that there is 
clearly 
no 
overriding 
c o rre la tio n 
between 
sophisticated programs and 
the big-city audiences of 
New York or Los Anglees. 
While viewers in these 
cities sometimes give a 
bigger tune-in to culturally 
oriented 
prime 
time 
broadcasts, there are a 
number of times when the 
grassroots audience outdoes 
them in this respect. 
Smart television program­ 
mers have long since put 
aside the word “ provincial” 
when referring to viewers of 
various 
regions. 
These 
executives know you can be 
just as provincial in a 
Manhattan or Los Angeles 
apartment building as on a 
farm.
